WHEREAS, The State of Iowa, by an act passed and Preamble. 
approved on the 14th day of July, A. D. 1856, granted Ex. '56, 00. 1. 
to the Mississippi and Missonri Railroad Company (a 
corporation then in existence under the laws of this 
State), certain Jands in said act designat~d, to aid in 
buildiog a railroad from Davenport to Conncil Bluffs;

WHEREAS, Subseqnently, to wit: on the 26th day 
of May, A. D. 1866, another corporation was formed, 
called the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacitic Railroad 
Company in Iowa, to purchase (in part) and build a 
railroad between the same points, and along or near' 
the line of the said Mississippi & Missouri railroad;
